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Ofsted slammed by 
ex-college governor

BEN Gibbs - the former chair of gov¬ 
ernors at Ely College - has spoken out 
over the school’s recent damning Of¬ 
sted inspection. 

Mr Gibbs, who is an education con- 
stultant, says the results of the inspec¬ 
tion are “highly questionable” and in¬ 
sists changes need to be made to the 
way schools are assessed. 

Mr Gibbs, who lives in Ely, spoke out 
this week just days after it emerged 
that Scott Preston, head of the Ernulf 
Academy in St Neots, had resigned af¬ 
ter Ofsted claimed the school was not 
improving quickly enough. 

Mr Preston, who had been at the 
school for 12 years, left by “mutual 
agreement”, according to the St Neots 
Learning Partnership, which runs the 
academy. 

The school was deemed “inade¬ 
quate” by Ofsted in June 2013 and told 
it “required improvement” in Decem¬ 
ber last year. 

His departure comes just weeks af¬ 
ter Ely College’s principal, Catherine 
Jenkinson-Dix, and her two vice prin¬ 
cipals, Martha Ball and Richard Baker, 
left the school - also by “mutual agree¬ 
ment” with the CfBT Schools Trust. 

The governing body was also dis-

solved by the trust and a whole new 
leadership team has now been ap¬ 
pointed, including new principal, 
Evelyn Forde, and a new academy 
council. 

In 2013, the college was rated as 
‘good’ in all areas, but following their 
visit in February this year, Ofsted in¬ 
spectors placed the school in special 
measures, saying the academy was 
‘inadequate’ in all areas. 

Mr Gibbs said: “As yet another ex¬ 
perienced head teacher is forced out 


by “mutual agreement” with their 
trust following a questionable Ofsted 
judgement, is it perhaps time to ask 
whether there’s something wrong 
with the way our schools are quality 
assured? 

“Various think-tanks have high¬ 
lighted concerns about inspectors’ 
ability to understand, interpret and 
draw conclusions from the increas¬ 
ingly complex data presented by 
schools, and also their ability to un¬ 
derstand anything other than a ‘main- 
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stream’ curriculum or lesson. 

“A survey of head teachers in Nor¬ 
folk in late 2014 found that nearly 
three-quarters did not have con¬ 
fidence in the reliability of Ofsted 
judgements, with many raising con¬ 
cerns about inconsistency and bias. 

“This is bad enough, but when peo¬ 
ple’s jobs are on the line as a result of 
these inspectors’ judgements, then 
surely it’s scandalous.” 

He added: “Many in the schools sec¬ 
tor believe that the time for change is 
well overdue. For example, Russell 
Hobby, general secretary of the Na¬ 
tional Association of Head Teachers, 
has said that the level of antagonism 
towards Ofsted from every shade of 
the political spectrum and the teach¬ 
ing profession is unprecedented, and 
that the time is right for fundamental 
reform. 

“It’s just such a shame that, in the 
meantime, the impact of Ofsted in¬ 
spections, particularly where they are 
highly questionable, can be so dam¬ 
aging to people’s careers, so disrup-

Ely rape 
suspect is 
released 

A MAN arrested on sus¬ 
picion of raping a teen¬ 
age girl in Ely has been 
released with no further 
action. 

The 53-year-old man 
from Sutton was arrested 
last month in connection 
with the alleged rape of 
a 13-year-old girl. He an¬ 
swered bail on Monday 
and has now been re¬ 
leased without charge. 

A police spokesman 
said: “There was insuf¬ 
ficient evidence to prove 
the man was at the loca¬ 
tion at the time of the al¬ 
leged offence, or with any 
other subsequent report¬ 
ed incidents of people be¬ 
ing ‘followed’ in the area.” 

It was in February that 
officers received a report 
of the girl being raped in 
Lisle Lane on December 
18 last year. 

The alleged incident 
happened at about 
3.20pm when the of¬ 
fender grabbed her from 
behind and sexually as¬ 
saulted her. 

Last month officers 
then received a report of 
a suspicious incident in 
The Gallery whereby a 
17-year-old girl was fol¬ 
lowed by a man. 

Police say no further 
incidents have been re¬ 
ported but that anyone 
with information should 
call 101.

TOOLS and equipment 
worth more than £100,000 
have been stolen from an 
MoT testing centre in So- 
ham. 

Paul and Julie Pearson were 
left “gutted” after thieves 
smashed their way into their 
business - Road Runner Car 
and Commercial, based in 
Northfield Road. 

The couple, who live in 
the town, only moved their 
business from Soham’s Or¬ 
chard Farm Business Park 
in March, where they were 
based for around 12 years, 
hoping that the new location 
would be more secure. 

The break-in happened 
overnight on Friday. 

Mrs Pearson said: “We’re 
absolutely gutted and can’t 
believe it’s happened to be 
honest. 

“We came into the garage 
on Saturday morning and

knew something was wrong 
straight away as all the filing 
cabinets were open. 

“They’ve taken everything 
basically - every tool, every 
spanner, everything. 

“The only thing they didn’t 
take were the computers in 
the office and MoT docu¬ 
ments. 

“The three main toolboxes 
alone and their contents are 
worth around £25,000 each 
so when you consider that 
plus all the other tools and 
equipment, you’re looking at 
more than £100,000 worth of 
tools in total. 

“It’s devastating as these 
are tools my husband has 
owned for years or worked 
hard over the years to be able 
to buy.” 


The offenders smashed 
their way in through a rear 
fire door. 

Mrs Pearson said: “It made 
us feel so flat and upset over 
the weekend that we were 
contemplating calling it a 
day. 

“But we’ve decided we’re 
certainly not going to do 
that. 

“Local people and busi¬ 
nesses are being really sup¬ 
portive, even bringing us 
tools, and we’re going to 
continue - we can’t let these 
people stop us. 

“We only moved to North- 
field Road in March as we 
thought it would be a safer 
location than where we 
were so this is certainly dis¬ 
appointing and a terrible 
knockback.”

Man jailed 
for making 
racist threats 


A MAN told a fellow train 
passenger he would be¬ 
head him as he bemoaned 
“foreigners taking over our 
country”. 

Christian Stevens said he 
would adopt the same tactics 
as Isis when he launched the 
racist tirade on the Cross- 
Country service to Stansted 
Airport. 

The 42-year-old, who was 
arrested at Ely station, ad¬ 
mitted religiously aggravated 
threatening behaviour and 
failing to attend a hearing at 
Cambridge Crown Court. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said the defendant boarded 
a train from Peterborough to 
the airport on October 9 last 
year and sat next to two men, 
one of whom was of Asian 
appearance. 

She said: “He started to 
interrupt their conversation 
and he began to swear. He 
was asked by the victim not

to use that sort of language.” 

But she said Stevens 
turned to the victim and 
said: “You Muslims, Isis be¬ 
heading white people. 

“I would behead you, you 
foreigners taking over our 
country. 

“The white man has no 
rights anymore in this coun¬ 
try.” 

The victim tried to take 
a photograph of the de¬ 
fendant, who was then ap¬ 
proached by a black train 
guard. 

Stevens, who is from 
Lanarkshire in Scotland, 
turned his attentions to the 
guard and told him: “Enoch 
Powell was right”. 

The defendant has nine 
previous convictions for 23 
offences including assault 


occasioning actual bodily 
harm, battery and breach of 
the peace. 

Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth said his “hands were 
tied” for sentencing because 
Stevens, who has been in 
prison since February, awaits 
to be sentenced for a similar 
offence in Glasgow. 

He jailed him for two 
weeks for failing to attend 
court and gave him a two- 
year conditional discharge 
for the public order offence, 
saying the facts of the case 
will be of interest to the Scot¬ 
tish court. 

Judge Hawkesworth said: 
“You accuse others of big¬ 
otry and it’s evident for me 
from your previous convic¬ 
tions that perhaps you are 
the greater bigot than them. 

“This sort of behaviour, 
particularly on a train, will 
not be tolerated by the 
courts.”

Meningitis - 
know the signs 


A COUPLE whose tod¬ 
dler died just hours after 
she contracted meningitis 
are backing a hard-hitting 
awareness campaign. 

Meningitis Now is pro¬ 
moting a new awareness 
film called The Fastest 
Hour’, which highlights 
the fact that recognising 
the signs and symptoms of 
meningitis can be the differ¬ 
ence between life and death. 

It encourages people to 
recognise the severity of 
meningitis, the speed with 
which it can develop and act 
fast to seek urgent medical 
attention. 

For Soham mum Sally 
Clipson, the illness took 
hold of her 3-year-old 
daughter, Amelie Clipson- 
Smith, in a matter of hours. 

The youngster was rushed 
to hospital in Bordeaux, 
France, where the family 
was living because her hus¬ 
band Kevin Smith, 42, was 
working there as an aero-

nautical engineer. 

Fess than 12 hours later, 
Amelie, the eldest of their 
two daughters, died. “I had 
done all the tests, she wasn’t 
presenting any of the signs,” 
said Sally, 45. 

“Because she had not got 
a rash I didn’t think it was 
meningitis. I assumed all 
meningitis cases have rash¬ 
es but it wasn’t the case.” 

Sally said Amelie ap¬ 
peared to have a cold and 
an ear infection which she 
was being treated for by the 
paediatrician. “She was just 
generally unwell but noth¬ 
ing more than that,” she 
said. “Once it takes hold it 
gets them very fast. It took 
her really quickly. It was just 
an aggressive form of men¬ 
ingitis that got her.” 

Amelie died of bacterial 
meningitis on November 1, 


2008. Since her death, her 
family have been deter¬ 
mined to help raise money 
and awareness of the condi¬ 
tion and set up The Forever 
Fund in her name in 2010, 
which has raised £12,500 for 
Meningitis Now 

Today (Thursday) it would 
have been her 10th birthday. 

“The things the charity are 
doing is really important, 
they are raising awareness 
and getting it out to as many 
people as possible,” added 
Sally. 

“I get quite paranoid with 
my daughter now If she is 
presenting any of the signs 
I get her straight to the doc¬ 
tor.” 

To mark World Meningi¬ 
tis Day, Meningitis Now is 
calling on people to learn 
the signs and symptoms of 
meningitis to help protect 
themselves and their loved 
ones.

District's Local

MORE than 1,700 people 
from the Ely area signed a 
petition calling for the NHS 
to be saved from privatisa¬ 
tion and financial cuts. 

The ‘Save Our NHS’ peti¬ 
tion was co-ordinated by 
Jane Howell, who lives in 
Haddenham and is a mem¬ 
ber of the independent cam¬ 
paign group, 38 Degrees. 

A total of 1,736 people 
signed the petition, which 
was handed to the five par¬ 
liamentary candidates for 
South East Cambridgeshire 
in Haddenham on Sunday, 
prior to a hustings event they 
were attending in the village 
that evening. 

Members of 38 Degrees 
also held a day of action on 
Ely Market Place on Saturday. 

The petition calls on each 
parliamentary candidate to 
agree to do everything they 
can to protect the NHS from 
funding squeezes, privatisa¬ 
tion and the Transatlantic 
Trade and Investment Part¬ 
nership (TTIP) if they are 


elected on May 7. 

Mrs Howell said: “Collect¬ 
ing signatures on Saturday 
was easy. 

“It was very heart-warming 
that so many people came to 
sign, wanting to give their 
support to the NHS, and 
wanting to let their new MP 
know that privatisation is to¬ 
tally unacceptable.” 

David Babbs, executive 
director of 38 Degrees said: 
“We’re sending a clear mes¬ 
sage to our local MP candi¬ 
dates - you’re being watched 
by hundreds, and we all want 
you to protect the NHS.

I WENT on Tuesday evening to Wicken Fen for a 
'Community Liaison Forum' meeting. 

I and another member pursued a complaint 
received from a Burwell gentleman. The gist of the 
Burwell gentleman's complaint was that the National 
Trust had caused or permitted the obstruction by 
flooding and mud of a public footpath known as 
Footpath Number 9, Burwell, located in Burwell 
Fen, which is largely controlled by the trust. 

I produced a photograph of said flooding and mud 
and I and my lone ally advised the trust officers 
in no uncertain terms that they should respect 
and not obstruct public rights of way, including 
public footpaths. An officer said, "We have made a 
mistake." The sooner the 'mistake' is made right the 
better for our rights. 

A trust officer also reported other 'unfortunate 
situations' in Burwell Fen. Motorcyclists have been 
running riot in this part of the 'Wicken Vision' which 
is supposed to be part of the Wicken Fen National 
Nature Reserve. Motorcyclists running riot are not 
good for nature which needs peace and quiet. 


A major 'rave' occurred in November and barns 
were broken into and rubbish strewn around. Some 
1,200 people were there and made a lot of noise. 
Raves and noise are not good for nature which 
needs peace and quiet. 

Worst of all, it appears that people with dogs 
have been hunting and killing deer in Burwell Fen. 
Several carcasses, presumably stripped of the best 
venison, have been discovered. This is contrary to 
the Hunting Act 2004 and is not good for nature 
which needs peace and quiet. 

My impression is that the area of the 'Wicken 
Vision' is much too large for the National Trust to 
care for and guard properly and that this is not good 
for nature which needs peace and quiet. The farms 
that were taken by the Trust were very productive 
and peace and quiet prevailed on them. These 
people call it all 'conservation' and 'progress': they 
are mistaken - again.

Muscovy update 

TWO recent letters concerning 
Muscovy duck at Ely (on April 16 
and 23) encourage me to report the 
current situation. I started counting 
in 2008 when there were 40 or so. 
Around half of these disappeared 
from the Castlehythe meadow (off 
Station Rd) in early 2011 while I was 
in Ukraine - the reported comments 
of some members of Ely Town 
Council (as reported by your second 
correspondent) makes it clear that at 
the very least they were not unhappy 
about this. 

The nadir was in 2013 when there 
were around three birds left (of 
course their genes are present in the 
Mallard hybrids, but that's another 
matter). Only two broods were seen 
that year but very late in August and 
none survived after October. In 
2014 one brood of 15 was seen in 
May: this, I guess, is what the first 
correspondent is referring to when 
she writes "the previous colony of 
Muscovy which seemed to disappear 
overnight last year" from Castlehythe 
meadow . 

This was a brood of immatures, 
around five birds of which joined 
the group centred around Waterside 
Antiques leading to around eight 
birds counted earlier this year. 

I can confirm that the photo 
supplied by your first correspondent 
is indeed a Muscovy, but the chicks 
are Mallards. 

Muscovy chicks start their lives 
walking around the Avenues away 
from the river. My observations show 
that any female Muscovy rash enough 
to bring her chicks down to the river 
while they are still small is likely to 
lose them all. I can only find three or 
four at present but I hope some of 
the others are on eggs somewhere on 
the Boating Yard or private gardens to 
which I have no access.

Housing is key 

AS a current non-aligned councillor, 
not seeking re-election, may I 
highlight what I believe to be a 
pressing issue in our area and 
the disconnect in current council 
priorities. 

The Conservative-led group has 
embarked on an asset stripping 
exercise to fund a shortfall in leisure 
centre funding. A loan over 35 
years with repayments of £451,000 
per year is not enough to fund the 
centre, so either a "cash deposit" or 
bridging loan to fill the gap is being 
put together. 

This is in the context of projected 
income from the centre being 
£277,000 per year, an obvious and 
ongoing gap that will need filling, 
especially as the new centre would 
need refurbishment at least once 
during the operating period. 

One of the assets sold is a piece of 
council-owned land with permission 
for 16 affordable housing units, all 
with tenants waiting , to a private 
developer for five "executive 
houses". 

The cash receipt to the leisure 
centre project was greater so the 
pressing need for local housing was 
ignored. A political choice has been 
made to prioritise a luxury over what 
many would call a necessity. 

In the Ely north extension area the 
amount of affordable housing has 
been cut from 30 per cent to 15 per 
cent as the council charge on the 
development of some £3 million for 
the leisure centre and country park 
has made the delivery of the housing 
unviable. Both political parties 
represented at the council have 
supported this move. 

The Conservatives are attempting 
to place delivery of local needs 


rented housing in the hands of 
"willing volunteers", via community 
land trusts. Why should untrained 
and inexperienced locals, who pay 
their council taxes, be expected 
to operate a housing policy that 
is clearly the responsibility of the 
district council? 

The council may build houses 


itself, or fund professional officers 
in sufficient numbers to work with 
communities to get local needs 
housing built with transparent 
lettings policies, some current 
community land trust arrangements 
may see a return to allocations 
based on who you know rather than 
criteria based on need. 


So I see housing as vitally 
important, I believe that the new 
council should reprioritise away 
from flagship projects towards 
meeting real needs. There are 
over 1,000 families on the ECDC 
housing waiting list. Never have I 
seen real passion in debate on this 
subject, more effort has been put 


into debating in minute detail the 
numbers of lanes in the new pool. 
Please vote in the coming elections 
and do remember that both parties 
have supported current priorities.

Relief as fallen tree finally removed

Night stalker 
rapist jailed 


A NIGHT stalker rapist 
linked to attacks in Ely 
and a string of assaults 
spanning 30 years has 
been handed a life sen¬ 
tence. 

Clive Howard, 57, of 
Bury Street, Stowmarket, 
who admitted attacking at 
least six women over near¬ 
ly 30 years, has been jailed 
at Norwich Crown Court 
for a minimum of ten 
years and three months. 

Howard pleaded guilty 
to a series of offences in¬ 
cluding rape, attempted 
rape and attempted kid¬ 
nap in a reign of terror 
concentrated on the city. 

He admitted six counts 
of rape against a woman 
in Ely between November 
1986 and March 1993. 

He was caught after 
committing a seventh 
rape offence on a woman 
in St Helens Wharf car 
park in Norwich on May 
30, 2014. 

Howard’s crimes in¬ 
clude attempting to kid-

nap a woman in Cam¬ 
bridge on May 5, 2013, 
and he admitted attempt¬ 
ing to rape a second wom¬ 
an the same day at Christ’s 
Pieces. 

Howard, a father-of-six, 
attempted to kidnap an¬ 
other woman at 2am on 
February 15, 2014 in Cam¬ 
bridge and another in the 
city at 4.40am. 

He was linked to an at¬ 
tempted rape on Christ’s 
Pieces in May 2013 as well 
as three attempted kid¬ 
naps in 2013 and 2014 - in 
Glisson Road, Cavendish 
Avenue and Brooklands 
Avenue. 

It was only when detec¬ 
tives in Norfolk charged 
Howard with a rape in 
Norwich that his DNA was 
linked to an unsolved case 
in Cambridge. 

And now more than a 
dozen women have con¬ 
tacted police fearing they 


were targeted by the night 
stalker rapist. 

Detective Sergeant 
Chris Burgess, from Nor¬ 
folk Police, said: “Howard 
is an extremely danger¬ 
ous sexual predator and I 
am under no illusion that 
more women would have 
been attacked had he not 
been caught. 

“The life sentence dem¬ 
onstrates the seriousness 
of his actions; Howard 
would prey on women 
walking alone at night and 
there is no doubt the 
streets are a safer place 
with Howard in prison. 

“He is a very dangerous 
man. His crimes were hor¬ 
rific and it is difficult to 
appreciate the devastat¬ 
ing impact it has had on 
his victims. 

“There is concern that 
there are further victims 
out there and we would 
encourage anybody who 
believes they were at¬ 
tacked by him to come 
forward.”

Kids and guns: 
a PCSO’s view 


A PCSO has spoken out 
about the “disturbing” 
number of children “fasci¬ 
nated” by guns. 

PCSO Jonathan Hall, 
who is based in Ely, claims 
youngsters’ “near obses¬ 
sion” with guns is “chilling”, 
in his latest blog for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police. 

He wrote: “Rather con¬ 
cerning is young people’s 
fascination with guns. 

“Whenever I present a 
school talk, all the children 
want to know is have I got 
a gun and have I shot any¬ 
one? 

“These are young chil¬ 
dren and their near obses¬ 
sion with firearms is chill¬ 
ing. 

“On one school visit a 
youngster started to tell 
me with great enthusiasm 
about his latest video game. 
Soldiers storming a beach, 
lots of action, lots of guns, 
the enemy in a machine 
gun nest shooting back. 

“The ‘game’ was clearly 
based on the allied land-

ings in Normandy in 1944, 
bringing to an end the Sec¬ 
ond World War. But when 
I asked the class did they 
think anything like that 
could ever happen in real 
life, the class replied loudly, 
‘no!’. 

“Now, I appreciate they 
might not have learnt their 
history just yet but they 
have experienced poppy 
days, and have they not 
been told, why this 
happens?” 

He added: “Re¬ 
cently, I was out 
and about on pa¬ 
trol on my bike in 
Ely. 

“As I passed 
the cannon on Ca¬ 
thedral Green, one 
young lad who was 
playing with his sibling, 
shouted ‘Police! Get him’. 

“His young face contort¬ 
ed into a snarl, his hand be¬ 


came a gun and he started 
‘shooting’ at me. I found it 
very disturbing. 

“He was probably about 
6 or 7 years old. His mum 
never batted an eye lid. 
Where did someone so 
young get this attitude 
from?” 

Mr Hall says the main 
issue police officers and 
PCSOs used to have to 
deal with when it came 
to youths was underage 
drinking. 

He said: “I am glad the 
children no longer ap¬ 
pear to be underage 
drinking but I am

Soham today is both a farming 


SOHAM is a small market town 
in the south east corner of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, adjoining Suffolk and 
just a few miles away from both Ely 
and Newmarket. 

With evidence of a settlement 
dating back to the Stone Age, So- 
ham’s documented history begins 
in 630 AD, when St Felix, dubbed 
The Apostle of the East Angles, 
founded an Abbey in what is now 
Soham, reportedly then destroyed 
during Viking raids in East Anglia 
in 870 AD. 


Fast-forward to the Domesday 
Book in 1086, and Soham is de¬ 
scribed as “Land of the King” - 
among William the Conqueror’s 
most important holdings in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. Flourishing as a trade 
centre, and inland port, in the 
1400s, the town was known as a 
Royalist stronghold during Oliver 
Cromwell’s time in around 1650. 

Other noteable points in So- 
ham’s timeline include the arrival 
of the railway in the town in 1879, 
the opening of the waterworks,

New straw 
plant plan 


M AJOR plans to build a new 
'straw pelletising plant' on 
the outskirts of Ely have 
now been submitted. 

It was in January that bosses 
at Pelco Distribution submitted 
a screening opinion to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council for 
the facility to be built on land south¬ 
west of The Potter Group premises 
in Queen Adelaide Way. 

The screening opinion was 
approved and now a formal 
planning application has been 
lodged by the Norwich-based firm. 

The company says that, over the 
course of a year, the plant would 
process around 150,000 tonnes 
of wheat and oil seed rape straw 
gathered from farms within a 50- 
mile radius. 

Baled straw would be delivered 
to the site by road before being 
converted into pellets and 
transported by rail to renewable 
energy plants across the region. 

In their application, the company 


says: "The site for the pellet 
production plant was formerly used 
as a rail container handling facility 
and the principle of a pellet plant is 
consistent with current and historical 
industrial, storage and warehousing 
uses on the site and adjacent land. 

"As well as the sustainability 
credential arising from the creation 
of pellets that replace the need for 
fossil fuels in energy generation, 
the facility will provide additional 
temporary and permanent 
employment in the locality and 
wider economic benefits associated 
for the agricultural and farming 
communities and those employed in 
logistics." 

If approved, the facility would 
take up almost five acres and would 
be capable of operating 24 hours a 
day. 

The plant is part of plans to build 
four more pelletising facilities in the 
UK; in North Yorkshire, Birmingham, 
Surrey and Wiltshire. To have your 
say, visit www.eastcambs.gov.uk.

Once again, Claire was blue-lighted to 
Addenbrooke's, where a CT scan revealed 
the truth behind her unendurable insomnia 
and mania: "They said 'You've got a critical 
brain condition; we need to keep you in and 
operate'." 

It transpired that Claire had hydrocephalus - 
a build-up of fluid that was putting dangerous 
pressure on her brain - a condition she'd 
possibly had since birth. Doctors urgently needed 
to perform a 'third ventriculostomy': one of the 
small tubes carrying fluids in Claire's brain had, 
"in my language, limescaled up, so they were 
going to punch a hole to let the fluid circulate." 

While surgeons planned the operation, Claire 
was put onto a ward, "and I must have had 
30 seizures while I waited. I was very woozy. I 
wasn't really aware of what was going on; I don't 
think I was really told the gravity of what was 
about to happen and how bad I was. 

"We asked them 'What happens if you don't 
operate?' and they said 'You'll fall asleep and you 
won't wake up. You've got days to live'. So falling 
on the ice had saved my life - I'd have fallen 
asleep next to my husband, and just wouldn't 


C LAIRE Richards is the epitome of the word 
'bubbly'. Warm, vivacious and very, very 
funny, she has me laughing out loud with 
tales of her husband's (misjudged) marriage 
proposal, the tumbledown bungalow they 
rebuilt, and the nuttiness of her dog, Tizzy, who's 
every bit as full of beans as her owner ("I asked a 
lady with a cocker spaniel when they stop being 
so bouncy," confides the 41-year-old, "and she 
said 'about three hours before they die...'"). 

But 15 years ago, life was no laughing matter 
for the chatty mum-of-two. Driven to breaking 
point by insomnia and a mania that doctors 
couldn't explain, Claire even began to plan her 
suicide - until a tumble on some ice revealed 
what was really wrong: a brain condition that 
could have left her dead at any moment. 

Growing up in Histon, where she still lives, 
Claire had a happy and carefree early life. "I was 
perfectly healthy, and did all my silly, mad things 
that you do as a teenager," she recalls. "But I 
got to my early 20s and I started to get really 
paranoid and nervous, and I stopped sleeping. 

"I'd fall asleep, exhausted, at half past 10, and 
I'd wake up at half past 12 or 1, and be awake 
all night." 

Yet rather than feeling drowsy, Claire became 
uncontrollably manic. "I'd be at work, talking 
and talking," she says "because my brain would 
be like 'woosh, woosh, woosh!' One of my 
bosses said "Claire, are you on drugs?" - they 
didn't know how to deal with me because I was 
so hyper and manic. What I wanted desperately 
to do was stop, step out of my body and just sit 
still. It was 24/7." 

By the time she was 25, Claire's insomnia 
was having serious consequences on her health. 
"At one point I crashed my car because I was 
dreaming while awake. It got so critical I that 
I was going to the gym at least twice a day - 
sometimes in my lunch break too - to wear 
myself out and be so exhausted that I must 
sleep." 

It didn't work. She tried hypnotherapy and 
different medications, but nothing helped: "I 
kept going to the doctor, saying 'I'm not right, 
this isn't me', and they were going down the 
schizophrenic, bipolar route . . ." 

Eventually Claire reached breaking point. "I 
didn't want to go on," she shrugs. "I 
wanted to kill myself. I thought 'I 
know, I'll just gas myself quietly 
in my car'. I didn't want to 
leave a letter, I just wanted 
out. When I look back it's 
pretty horrific, but I can't 
tell you how bad it was for 
those two years." 

By chance, everything 
came to a head on New 
Year's Eve, 2000. Claire 
and her partner (now 
husband) Phil were 
throwing a party that 
night; during the day, 
while out with her 
mum, she slipped 
on some ice 
and banged 
her head, hard. 

"All I can 
remember 
is the lurch 
of my feet 
going, and 
hearing 
this thud. 

When 
I came 
round I 
didn't know 
anything. I 
didn't know 
where I worked, 
or that it was 
Christmas..." 

Worried, her 
mum called an 
ambulance, "and 
they took me to 
hospital and did an 
X-ray, but they said 
'You've got a tough 
nut, it's not fractured'. 

"So we came home

Diagnosed with a life-threatening brain condition, 
Claire Richards endured terrifying symptoms and 
painful operations - but has come out of it happier 
and stronger than ever, she tells Emma Higginbotham 
her story. 

* Slipping

have woken up in the morning." 

Going into theatre on a Friday morning, Claire 
was, she says, "very nervous; really worried and 
frightened". On coming round, she spent the 
weekend "throwing up and sleeping, and on 
Monday morning I was like: 'Mum, look!"' She 
holds her hands out straight in front of her. "I was 
calm. All this 'buzz buzz buzz' had gone, for the 
first time in at least two years. It was blissful. We 
both cried." 

But Claire wasn't out of the woods: far from 
it. "On the Monday afternoon I had the most 
horrendous headache, an intense pain that went 
on for hours. I can remember grabbing this big 
Swedish doctor almost by the collar, going 'Please 
give me some morphine!"' 

Terrifyingly, Claire's heart then stopped beating: 
"Phil was with me when I flat-lined, and my 
last memory is of him going 'Oh my God, oh 
my God, oh my God,' and I just went 'Oh, 
thank goodness'," she says, exhaling. "I was just 
massively relieved to be gone, because the pain 
had been so intense." 

It transpired that Claire had contracted e-coli 
from the initial surgery, and slipped into a coma 
for three days. From then, her recovery was slow 
and painful, and she had to have an operation to 
drill another hole to drain the fluids in her brain. 

And the trauma didn't end there. "After five- 
and-a-half weeks my dad was visiting me, and they 
said 'We need to go for an MRI scan now', and 
the next thing I know I'm about to go into surgery. 

I said 'What's happening? You're not putting me in 
a theatre gown until I've said goodbye to my dad!' 

"I went ballistic, because brain surgery to me 
was so frightening. If I died, I wanted my dad 
to know that I loved him, and to say goodbye, 
because I might not come round from this awful 
op." 

Claire's dad was called, and the surgery went 
ahead: doctors were concerned that Claire's brain 
wasn't able to absorb the excess fluid, "so they 
said I needed a shunt. It's basically like the valve 
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on those tomato sauce bottles: it's drilled into 
your brain, and when the pressure gets too 
much it goes 'Vw!' and out comes the fluid, 
then it shuts again." 

Thankfully, the operation was a success 
and for Claire, life returned to something like 
normality. 18 months later she walked down 
the aisle with Phil while pregnant with her 
daughter Hope, now 12. Her second daughter, 
Grace, followed two years later. 

But happy though she was, Claire 
desperately missed the active life she'd 
enjoyed before, and tried going back to the 
gym. It wasn't a success: "The pain!" she 
exclaims. "There I am in an aerobics class, 
thinking 'Oh my God, my brain is going to 
come out of my nose'! My right pupil always 
blows - it goes huge and black - and in the end 
my aerobics instructor said 'Claire, you can't 
come back'. 

"I'd try running, and within 30 seconds I'd 
be in agony, and I'd then have to lie down for 
two days to recover from the headache. So in 
the end I had to give up everything that I used 
to love doing. For me it was worse than losing 
a limb, because that was my life! It was really 
depressing." 

Then, in 2008, Claire had a nasty suspicion 
that her shunt was failing. "I was getting 
really screwed up and stressed, and I couldn't 
understand why. Everything was getting too 
much." 

She recalls "freaking out" when a friend 
was late dropping off her daughter, and once 
again she stopped sleeping. "All the signs were 
there," she says. "For about four days, as soon 
as I got up in the morning my head would go 
'bang bang bang' with my heartbeat for about 
two minutes. I thought OK, that's not good..." 

A CT scan confirmed what Claire had 
feared: the shunt had failed, and a new one 
had to be fitted immediately. The operation 
went well - but for Claire, the new valve was 
a disaster, even though doctors insisted it was 
working properly. 

"I was in an absolute mess," she recalls. "I 
felt terrible the whole time, every day for years: 
headaches beyond belief, lethargy, no energy, 
often right-sided weakness - and of course I 
was dealing with two small children which, as 
any mum knows, is hard when you're feeling 
well! It was a hard ride; some days I just didn't 
want to get up, but you have to." 

Feeling desperate, Claire decided to go 
privately to the National Neurological Hospital 
in London, where the consultant agreed to 
change her shunt. She had the operation in 
January 2013 and, since then, her life has been 
transformed - not least because she can finally

exercise again. 

"What was really wonderful was getting on 
the treadmill for the first time," she beams. "I 
did 15 minutes, and the only reason I had to 
stop was because my calves were hurting! 

Claire still has issues: learning new things is 
tough, as is remembering telephone numbers, 
"and I've had my car for two years and don't 
know my registration number. But I'm as 
normal as it gets," she laughs. 

"What's really lovely is I wake up now and 
I go 'Yay! It's another day!' she says brightly, 
"whereas before I'd wake go 'Oh, the pain...' 

"It's been a mad few years, but having a new 
shunt has given me my life back. 

"I feel like a new woman, and I'm so 
grateful."

Official mpg figures are 
wrong by 13% on average 


C ARS are falling miles 
short of their official 
fuel-economy figures, 
according to Which? 
magazine. 

All but three of the 200 new 
cars tested by Which? failed to 
reach their official miles-per- 
gallon (mpg) figure, with the 
shortfall averaging 13 per cent. 

This meant that on average 
drivers are spending £133 a 
year more on fuel than they 
thought they would. 

The vehicle that missed the 
target by the biggest margin 
was the Mitsubishi Outlander 
PHEV hybrid, which is 
claimed to do 148mpg but 
only managed 67mpg in the 
Which ? test. 

The Volvo V60 plug-in 
hybrid, which was supposed to 
do 155.2mpg, came up well 
short at 80.7mpg. 

The third worst was the 
Jeep Grand Cherokee, which 
officially does 37.7mpg but 
could only manage 24.4mpg. 

Official mpg testing, 
believed by Which? magazine 
among others to be unrealistic 
and not representative of "real 
life" conditions, is due to be 
changed in 201 7. 

Which ? said the EC was

facing heavy pressure from 
the car industry to delay the 
change until 2020. 

It added: "The official test 
used by car makers is outdated 
and contains a number 
of loopholes that lead to 
unrealistic figures. 

"Manufacturers are allowed 
to reduce results by 4 per 
cent at the end of the test, 
can opt to only test in a car's 
'eco' mode, turn off lights 
and air-con, and increase 
tyre pressures above the 
recommended levels to 
reduce rolling resistance. It 
also doesn't accurately reflect 


real-life scenarios such as 
motorway driving." 

Which? executive director 
Richard Lloyd said: "The cost 
of fuel is one of the biggest 
concerns for consumers which 
is why fuel efficiency has 
become an important selling 
point for new cars. The new 
test should be brought in 
without delay so consumers 
are no longer misled by fantasy 
mpg figures." 

The tests were conducted 
across 2013 and 2014. The 
£133 average extra fuel cost 
was based on driving 10,000 
miles a year.

JOE Perry bowed out of the Betfred

despite winning the opener to prolong 
the inevitable, he was soon back in the 
players’ lounge with a 13-5 defeat. 

Perry has spent 24 years plugging 
away on the snooker circuit, yet only 
last month he achieved a career-high 
world ranking of ninth following his 
first-ever ranking tournament win in 
Bangkok.

And though his association with 
coach Terry Griffiths is about to come 
to an end, Perry hopes he can continue 
to make waves. 

“It’s been my best season, in terms of 
wins, performance, finance. Onwards 
and upwards for me, things are getting 
better,” said Perry. “My world title shot 
is over, but I’ll be back next year. 

“I’m still improving. Terry Griffiths 
has helped me with the mental side of 
my game, my temperament is so much 
better now. I don’t get annoyed and 
beat myself up if I play bad shots. 


“I’ve got used to the pressures of 
handling the snooker tour. It’s not 
easy; a lot of players are struggling to 
come to terms with it. 

“I’ve come to terms with it really 
well, I enjoy the travelling, I enjoy the 
challenge, the constant tournaments 
coming at you thick and fast. I’ve adapted 
quite well and my game is flourishing.” 

Perry, who had been impressive in 
beating China’s Zhang Anda in round 
one, trailed Murphy 7-1 after Sunday’s 
opening session. 

He won three of the final five frames 
on Sunday night to ensure he would at 
least live to fight another day, but his 


race was run after Murphy made a break 
of 69 to book his place in the last eight. 

“I just didn’t get going in the first 
session, I just didn’t settle,” said Perry. 

“Everyone knows when you come to 
the Crucible it is a marathon, but one 
bad session can ruin your chances of 
winning. I had that and you just don’t 
recover.”
